Boy Arrested, Charged 
Before Judge With 
Extortion Attempt 


Santa A nans Tell Theirs 
As New Year Approaches 


NEW YORK, Dec. 28. UP )—Com 
fessing that his "kidnaping" was a 
hoax engineered in an attempt to 
get some money, Caleb J. Milne, 
IV., was arraigned today before 
U. S. Commissioner Garrett W. 
Cotter, on a charge of attempted 
extortion, a violation of the U. S. 
postal laws. 

$20,000 Charge 

Bail was fixed at $7500. A hear, 
ing was set for Jan. 9. 

The specific charge on which 
he was arraigned said he had de¬ 
posited "a letter in the United 
States mails demanding $20,000." 
The ransom money was never paid. 

J. Edgar Hoover, chief of the 
federal bureau of investigation, 
announced young Milne, grandson 
of a wealthy Philadelphia textile 
manufacturer, "kidnaped himself 
as a matter of publicity to help 
him get a .iob on the stage.” 

Young Milne was found near 
Doylesville, Pa., Dec. 20. He was 
bound, trussed, gagged and de¬ 
clared he had been “doped ” He 
had been "missing” since Dec. 16. 

“He broke shortly after mid¬ 
night,” Hoover said, “and told 
us the whole story of how he 
had conceived the idea when he 
was in desperate financial 
straits and couldn’t get a job. 

“None of the other members of 
the Milne family, as far as we 
, know, have a - time had any 
knowledge of the hoax,” Hoover 
I asserted. “They have all cooper¬ 
ated with us to the fullest extent." 

Mother Not Found 
Miss Anita Smith, Caleb's aunt, 
said she had “no comment” when 
informed of the confession at her 
Woodstock home. The boy’s 
mother could not be reached. 

Hoover said the statement was 
signed after the younger Milne 
had been questioned by Inspector 
Michael F. McDermott of the New 
York police, Assistant Director 
Harold Nathan of the federal bu¬ 
reau of investigation, and Special 
Agent Rhea Whitley, head of the 
bureau's New York office. 

Hoover said Milne told him this 
story:

A question of gravest import¬

Ask Representation 

Farmers, under the leadership 
of the Orange county farm bu¬ 
reau, are asking equal represen¬ 
tation, or a preponderance of ag¬ 
ricultural representation, on the 
zoning body. They say it is one 
of the most Important issues af¬ 
fecting agricultural interests in 
this county. 

The commission is composed of 
six members and three ex-officio 
members. On the board are Jules 
Markel, Santa Ana contractor; Dr. 
W. L. Bingham, Anaheim osteo¬ 
pathic physician; L. W. Briggs, 
Balboa realtor; Oliver Halsell, 
Santa Ana business man, drug¬ 
gist, and director of the Santora 
Land company and other holding 
companies; Hugh T. Thompson, 
Orange citrus grower, and James 
M. Macklin, Huntington Beach, 
who owns ranches and has busi¬ 
ness connections in the beach 
city. 

The ex-officio members, who 
have an equal vote in the activi¬ 
ties of the commission, are Nat 
Neff, Orange county highway en¬ 
gineer; W. K. Hiliyard, Orange 
county surveyor; and W. F. Men¬ 
ton, district attorney. 

Powers Are Broad 

It is the business of these men 
to rule as to uses, improvements, 
future and disposition of all un¬ 
incorporated areas of Orange 
county; meaning all the county's 
agricultural territory. 

Their powers are broad, and 
their responsibility to the farmers 
of the county is great. 

"The question,” says R. D. 
Flaherty, executive secretary of

And it Will Hang Itself 
Is Theory of Dr* Warmer 


(Editor’s note—What of the liquor problem In California? 
Where are we heading? Back to prohibition, say many. In¬ 
cluded in this number are some who are not radical on the sub- 
jet. Should the cnidi of the business be taken away from the 
the state board of equalization? Are state-controlled liquor stores 
desirable? These and scores of other questions are to be answered 
in a series of articles in The Journal, of which this is the third.

The huge planes, flown here 
from Honolulu, stood ready for a 
third attack upon the flaming 
mountain should it be necessary. 

Ten bombs were dropped upon 
the river and the mountain itself 
Friday morning and 10 more in 
the afternoon. Thin pillars of black 
smoke arising from the mountain¬ 
side were the only effects visible 
from here. Observers nearer the 
scene reported one bomb, appar¬ 
ently striking directly in the 
crimson river, hurled sheets of 
lava high in the air. 

The lava flow had advanced to 
within 15 miles of Hilo and about 
four miles of the city’s water 
reservoirs.

HILO, Hawaii, Dec. 28. UP)—'The 
lava flood from Mauna Loa, though 
bombed by United States army 
planes yesterday, moved forward 
relentlessly today. 

It struck timberline on the great 
mountain overnight, wiping out a 
wide swath as it flowed toward 
Hilo's water supply source 

Dr. Thomas A. Jaggar, govern¬ 
ment volcanologist, from his look¬ 
out on the mountainside reported 
the molten rock was creeping 
along 150 to 200 feet an hour. 
This was one-fourth its speed of 
yesterday, but Dr. Jaggar was un¬ 
able to say if the change was 
caused by the 20 600-pound bombs 
dropped by army airmen in an 
effort to divert the flow.

“Liquor! If you give the devil enough rope he’ll hang 
himself,” Dr. George A. Warmer, pastor of the First Metho¬ 
dist church, said last night when I asked him about liquor 
conditions here and elsewhere, for the third in this series of 
interviews on the question. 

Dr. Warmer, whose social and civic work in Santa Ana 

has made him one of the better 
known men in the life of the city, 
said pointblank that "California is 
probably one of the worst-besotted 
states in the union.” 

He believes that liquor as a whole 
is anti-Christian and destruc¬ 
tive, that conditions are worse 
than they ever have been, that a 
change must definitely be made 
for the better, and that the license 
he says exists today must be 
curbed. 

He does not believe, however, 
that prohibition is due to arrive, 
although a "thorough disgust is 
being generated among the think¬ 
ing people of the country." 

"No control of the industry will 
be possible,” he stated, ‘“until the 
economic factors of the case are 
considered and provided for. I

Here's How Liquor 
Arrests Jumped In 
Wet Years Here 


|_|ERE ARE facts obtained by 
' the Rev. Dr. George A. 
Warmer from the records of 
the Orange county jail, show¬ 
ing the trend of the times in 
relation to liquor: 

Arrests for liquor law viola¬ 
tion increased from 895 in 1933, 
to 1638 for the first 10 months 
of 1935; in 1933, the first year 
prohibition was repealed, there 
were 952, and in 1934 there 
were 1389 arrests for all viola¬ 
tions. 

Arrests for intoxication in¬ 
creased from 499 In the year 
1932 to 1359 during the first 10 
months of 1935; 1055 in 1934, 
and 657 in 1933. 

Only arrests for driving In¬ 
toxicated show a decrease this 
year under last. In 1932, 182 
arrests were made; in 1934, 334 
arrests were made, and in the 
first 10 months of this year 279 
arrests were made. 

Dr. Warmer obtained these 
figures to bear out his conten¬ 
tion that the liquor question is 
becoming increasingly alarm¬ 
ing. The figures do not include 
arrests in incorporated towns 
outside Santa Ana, unless those 
arrested were sentenced to 
serve time in the Orange coun¬ 
ty jail.

Officers at the airdrome admit¬ 
ted the plane was waiting, but 
said they did not know for whose 
use it was intended. 


SHANGHAI Dec, 29. (Sunday) 
CD.—A Manchoukuoau army as¬ 
sisted by Japanese airplanes, said 
a Chinese report today, is ad¬ 
vancing across Chahar province 
of China and threatening to sev¬ 
er part of it from Chinese con¬ 
trol. 

The invaders were reported to 
be driving a military wedge to¬ 
ward Shangtu, on Chahar’s west¬ 
ern frontier, and possibly isolat¬ 
ing the northern half of the prov¬ 
ince. 

Simultaneously, 2000 irregulars 
under the pro-Japanese leader Liu 
Kewi-Tang were reported invad¬ 
ing northern Hopeh province.

The remainder is scheduled for 
payment next April. 

Last year the total to be col- I 
lected was $4,065,499.87. Pay¬ 
ments on the first installment 
amounted to $2,372,656.15 at this 
time. 

Some Is Protested 

Of the total paid so far, approxi¬ 
mately $229,000 has been paid 
under protest. The largest pay- | 
ments protested were those of the 
public utilities, which objected that 
the present setup whereby they 
pay taxes to counties instead of to 
the state, is unconstitutional.

'Mystery Guest' Known 
To Film Star's Cafe 
Partner, Claim 


LOS ANGELES, Dec. 28. UFf— 
The Thelma Todd mystery was 
branded a “publicity band-wagon” 
by one official today as the grand 
jury, investigating the death of 
the honey-haired actress last Dec. 
15, postponed further bearings 
until Monday. 

While followers of the case pon¬ 
dered evidence of Pasqualc (Pat) 
Di Ctcco, ex-husband of the come¬ 
dienne and that of Roland West, 
who admitted he "knew more than 
I have told so far," Deputy Dis¬ 
trict Attorney George Johnson 
took the first semi-official step 
toward "de-bunking" the whole 
affair. 

“The ease ha* revolved itself 
Into a hodgpodge of honest evi¬ 
dence and obvious faking,” he 
said. “It Is a publicity band¬ 
wagon.” 

The investigation of Miss Todd's 
life and death met a tacit denial 
from her divorced husband that 
they were to be reconciled, but 
drew an admission today from her 
"best friend,” West, that he may 
know more than he has tcld. 

Di Ctcco, whose two-year mar¬ 
riage to the screen comedienne 
was legally dissolved in 1934, said 
he told the county grand Jury he 
had no information regarding her 
affairs, and that he had not seen 
her alone in six months. 

‘Only Kidding' 

He declared he was “only kid¬ 
ding” when he accepted an invita¬ 
tion to a Hollywood dinner party j 
Dec. 14 honoring Miss Todd, two 
days before she was found dead in j 
a garage from carbon monoxide! 
poisoning. 

“I went to the Trocade.ro that 
night with Margaret Lindsay, 
and the only time I saw Thelma 
was when we danced near her,” 
her handsome ex-mate recalled. 

“I can say definitely that I was 
not the ‘mystery guest’ Mrs. Wal- j 
lace Ford says Miss Todd planned 
to take to the Ford cocktail party 
Sunday afternoon. “I don’t know 
of anything in Thelma’s life that 
would have led to her murder," Di 
Ctcco said. 

Expected to be one of the last 
witnesses when the grand Jury re¬ 
sumes its hearings Monday, West, 
former film director and associat¬ 
ed with the actress in a sidewalk 
cafe, branded as "ridiculous” the 
assertion by actor Charles (Duke) 
York that he was the "mystery 
guest.” 

“I know the name of the per¬ 
son Miss Todd had intended to 
take to the Ford party, and I’ll 
disclose that name to the grand 
Jury, not before,” said West. 

York had announced he and 
"Lord Lansdowne,” a wrestler, 
had planned to escort the actress 
to the affair and pose as English 
noblemen for a “gag.” 

‘Nothing To It’ 

Declining to subpoena the two, 
Foreman George Rochester of the 
Jury said, "there's nothing to It. 
Their stories don't make sense." 

Detectives continued an attempt 
today to confirm a report that the 
actress had been severely beaten 
several days before her death. 
Both West and R. H. W. Schafer, 
manager of the sidewalk cafe, de¬ 
nied such an incident had oc¬ 
curred. 

Tests of Miss Todd's vital 
organs to determine whether she 
was suffering from the effects of 
narootlc or poison at the time of 
her death were expected to be 
completed today.

Walter Legenza and Robert 
Mais, murderers, escaped convicts, 
members of the tri-state gang, 
died in the electric chair, Virginia. 

Dutch Schultz (Arthur Flegen- 
heimer), ex-New York beer baron 
and racketeer, died in a Newark 
hospital after a spatter of gun¬ 
men's bullets. Three of his hench¬ 
men also died in the brief gang 
battle. 

John Paul Chase, buddy of the 
late "Baby Face" Nelson, got life 
for the killing of a "G-man,” sev¬ 
eral members of the Barker- 
Karpis gang went to prison, vari¬ 
ous underworld small fry, espe¬ 
cially in New York, were shot, 
stabbed, strangled or burned to 
death. 

The year - end found Alvin 
Karpis, “Public Enemy No. 1,” 
virtually the only former big shot 
gangster still at large.

CHICAGO, Dec. 28. (7P>—Four¬ 
teen states decreased automobile 
deaths in the first 11 months of 
1935 from 7 to 22 per cent, the 
National Safety council reported 
today. 

Demonstrating the effectiveness 
of the year’s concentrated safety 
program in saving lives, the coun¬ 
cil reported a 12 per cent na¬ 
tional reduction in deaths for the 
months of November, which, if 
maintained in December, would 
mean a 35,500 total for 1935. 

The all-time high deaths from 
traffic accidents - 36,000—was es¬ 
tablished last year. 

3269 in November 

In November, 3269 persons died 
as a result of motor vehicle acci¬ 
dents, the council reported, com¬ 
pared with 3710 in November, 
1934. Although deaths dropped, 
gasoline consumption figures in¬ 
dicated a 6 per cent increase in 
travel. 

For the first 11 months of the 
year, R. L. Forney, council statis¬ 
tician, reported 32,140 traffic 
deaths, a 1 per cent reduction 
from the 32,463 in the same pe¬ 
riod of 1934. 

North Dakota Best 

North Dakota with a reduction 
of 22 per cent led all other 
states in the campaign to dimin¬ 
ish fatalities. Enlisted in the 
council's campaign are 41 states, 
the District of Columbia and 65 
cities. 

The other states to achieve or 
better in the first 11 months the 
oouncil's objective of a 7 per cent 
reduction were: Massachusetts 
and Mississippi, 19; Rhode Island, 
18; Oregon and the District of 
Columbia. 16; Wyoming and Del¬ 
aware, 13; Illinois and Montana, 
12; Utah and Minnesota, 11; Flor¬ 
ida, 9; Oklahoma, 7. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 28. (TP)—Samuel 
Insull, once head of a two-billion 
dollar public utilities empire, just 
can't leave electricity alone, his 
friends said today.

Out of a total of 12,382 cowa 
recently tested in Orange county, 
only 286 were found to have tuber¬ 
culosis, J. H. Bower, Orange 
county livestock inspector, an¬ 
nounced today. Sixteen federal 
veterinarians have been working 
with county inspectors on the 
tests for the past 30 days, Mr. 
Bower said. 

Although this figure represents 
an increase in the percentage of 
tuberculin cows in county herds, 
Mr. Bower said that the gain 
probably was due to the fact that 
the survey was more complete 
this year than previously. 

Few Reactors 

“These figures show a percent¬ 


age of reactors of 2.3 per cent,” 
Mr. Bowen said. While this per¬ 
centage is a little higher than 
other tests in recent years, it Is 
probable that this increase is due 
to the unusual thoroughness of 
the survey made possible by plac¬ 
ing 16 federal veterinarians in the 
field to aid local officials.” 

A total of 11,060 cows were 
tested in dairies and 248 “re¬ 
actors”—cows with tuberculosis—- 
were found; 1322 family-owned 
cows were tested and only 38 re¬ 
actors found. 

Reactors Branded 

All recators are immediately 
branded with the letter "T" on 
the left jaw, Mr. Bower said, and 
then appraised and removed from 
the herd. The milking bams, 
water troughs and feed racks are 
then thoroughly cleaned and dis¬ 
infected. Owners of the condemned 
cattle are paid two-thirds of the 
appraised value—one-third paid by 
the state and one-third by the 
United States government. 

Mr. Bower reported "full co¬ 
operation” with cattle raisers.

An aggregate audience of 16,027 
farmers in Orange county attended 
meetings, demonstrations and 
other affairs sponsored by the 
Agricultural Extension Service in 
the county during the past year, 
the annual extension report re¬ 
vealed today. 

A total of 303 meetings were 
held during the year, including 
demonstration meetings, demon¬ 
stration tours, project committee 
meetings, institutes and field days, 
farm center meetings and various 
miscellaneous meetings. 

Virtually every agricultural 
branch in the county was repre¬ 
sented by department activities of 
the extension service during the 
year, Farm Advisor Harold Wahl- 
berg pointed out. 

Cost studies were made of the 
principal agricultural products of 
the county, including Valencia or¬ 
anges, lemons, walnuts, lima 
beans, avocados, poultry and 


honey, covering a period of time 
ranging from seven to 10 years. 

Agricultural engineering re¬ 
search was carried out, including 
survey of pumping and power 
costs, tank construction, and a 
survey of comparative pumping 
costs between individual and mu¬ 
tually-owned plants. 

Twenty-one 4-H clubs were in 
existence during the year, their 
activities ranging from farming to 
demonstrations, poultry and live¬ 
stock breeding, and competitive 
meetings. 

Each department of the service 
conducted its annual field day, or 
annual meeting, at which their in¬ 
dividual problems were ironed out, 
besides the specialized research 
work done for them by the serv¬ 
ice.

Loans to Farmers 

One of the first acts of the ad¬ 
ministration was to insert the pro- 

1 vision in the banking act of 1933, 
j that prohibited the payment of in- 
j terest on demand deposits. This 
j meant the reduction of 2 per cent 
j on about $27,000,000,000 of depos- 
j its. Then came the loans to farm¬ 
ers on lands and chattels, bringing 
interest rate reductions from 7 per 
cent and 8 per cent to 5 per cent, 
and then to 4 per cent, being an 

J average savings in interest pay- 
jments of .2% per cent on $3,000,- 
000,000 of farm loans in addition to 
the loans of another large amount 
on farm products. 

The Federal Home Loan bank, 
through the federal loan banks 
and the Home Owners’ Loan Cor- 
j poration, by their system of refi¬ 
nancing, reduced the rates on 
home loan financing from 7 per 
cent to 5 per cent, a reduction of 

2 per cent on $3,000,000,000 of 
home loans. 

This has been further supple¬ 
mented by the Federal Housing ad¬ 
ministration in its use of insured 
loans. 

Loan Cost Reduced 

The government financing has 
progressively, by conversions and 
payment of existing liens, reduced 
the cost of government loans from 
4 per cent to 2% per cent, a sav¬ 
ing to government and a charge to 
capital of 1% per cent on 530,000,- 
000.000. 

The Reconstruction Finance cor¬ 
poration, by loans to railroads, 
banks, investment houses, building 
and loan associations and industry, 
has caused interest rates to be 
materially reduced in this cate¬ 
gory of loans. 

All the agencies have induced 
the general reduction of interest 
rates by private investors that has 
resulted in the banks cutting the 
rate paid on savings deposits from 
4 per cent to less than 2 per cent 
on $23,000,000,000 of savings de¬ 
posits. This spread to the rates 
for long term bond issued of cor- 1 
porations and railroads where 6 
per cent bonds were refunded at 
3% per cent to 4 per cent, a sav¬ 
ing in interest of 2 per cent on ' 
$2,000,000,000 of capital invest- j 
ment.

poses of the land use ordinance. 
Its powers and duties are ex¬ 
pressed in the ordinance: 

“No street square, park or other 
public way, ground or open space 
shall be acquired by dedication or 
otherwise, except by bequest, and 
I no street or public way shall be 
closed or abandoned, and no public 
building or structure shall be con¬ 
structed or authorized in the area 
for which a master plan or one or 
more subjects matter thereof shall 
be adopted, until the location, 
character and extent thereof shall 
have been submitted to and shall 
have been approved by the plan¬ 
ning commission.” 

Hearings Provided 
Disputes arising through the 
basic ordinance will be settled at 
public hearings conducted by the 
planning commission and later by 
the board of supervisors. But the 
farm bureau feels there will be a 
definite difference of opinion be¬ 
tween farmers and commissioners 
on many points, that could be 
avoided by having at least an 
equal representation on the board. 

Mr. Flaherty explains it this 
way: 

“One of the farm bureau’s main 
objectives during recent years has 
been the building up of the prac¬ 
tice of crop rotation in this county. 
We urge this for the reason that 
it revitalizes the soil, acts as a 
check on plant disease, and gives 
the farmers’ basic crop a better 
chance In good years. 

“During some of the years the 
farmer will be growing a non¬ 
competitive crop, from which he

this principle of crop rotation 
would be defeated. 

“Of course,” he continued, “it 
does not necessarily stand to rea¬ 
son that the commission would 
hamper the farmer, but our con¬ 
tention is that unless the members 
have agricultural interests at 
heart, unless they are farmers 
themselves, they would he more 
apt to do so.” 

It is not. farm leaders say. a 
question of city versus country 
problems. It is the belief of the 
farmers that city men are neces¬ 
sary on the commission, in order 
to affect a balance. But inas¬ 
much as the commission’s sole jur¬ 
isdiction is over unincorporated 
areas, they feel they are not get¬ 
ting their just desserts. 

Stand on Appointments 

The farm bureau position on 
appointments to the commission is 
this. Mr. Flahetry says: 

“We are not offering any can¬ 
didates for appointment. We have 
before, and we are again, ask¬ 
ing the supervisors, as terms of 
members of the commission ex¬ 
pire, to recognize the need for a 
change in its personnel, and to 
make these changes. 

“Our only thought Is to have 
the farm areas adequately rep¬ 
resented, in order that this pro¬ 
tection can be given on the com¬ 
mission at the time of decisions 
affecting us, instead of in hear¬ 
ings and protests after the com¬ 
mission’s decisions are made.”

LITTLE ENTENTE 

On the same day, Foreign Min¬ 
ister Titulescu of Roumania, 
spokesman for the Little Entente, 
called upon Premier Laval. He 
informed Laval that Roumania, 
Czechosolvakia and Jugoslavia 
were ready to back France and 
Great Britain to the limit. 

Simultaneously, Captain Eden 
had been carrying on conversa¬ 
tions with the representatives of 
Spain, Turkey and Greece. Spain 
took the matter under advisement. 
The Turks promised military and 
naval support plus the bombing 
of the adjacent Italian naval base 
at Rhodes. The Greeks pledged 
the use of harbors in Crete and at 
Piraeus by British warships. 

Thus, almost overnight, the po¬ 
sition of the Baldwin government 
was materially strengthened. For, 
despite the outburst of critical 
public opinion, Baldwin was not 
ready to risk British isolation in 
a war with Italy. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 28.— The 
” wisest of those who have 
their long-range telescopes trained 
on the European situation, believe 
that the danger of general war is 
greater than ever. 

Reason for their deduction is 
not far below the surface. Briefly, 
it is the fact that the new ring 
of Mediterranean nations sur¬ 
rounding Mussolini contains two 
bitter traditional enemies of Italy. 

These two—Jugoslavia and Tur¬ 
key — would like nothing better 
than to precipitate war against 
their ancient enemy, especially at 
a time when they are sure of the 
support of France and Great Brit¬ 
ain. 

Ever since the Versailles treaty 
gave Fiume to Italy, Jugoslavia 
has nursed a grudge against her 
Adriatic neighbor. And there 
have been occasions, even during 
normal times of peace, when 
Britain and France have exerted 
vigorous diplomatic pressure to re¬ 
strain the Jugoslav military clique 
from walking across the border. 

Turkey likewise nurses a grudge 
against Italy, dating back to the 
War of 1911, when Rome took 
away Tripoli, Rhodes, Libya and

FRENCH SUPPORT 

Overnight also, the position of 
the French was changed. 

Suddenly Laval woke up to find 
the Little Entente, once created 
by France, now dictating policy to 
France. And in order to avoid the 
embarrassment of being the tail 
wagged by the Little Entente dog, 
Laval also pledged support to 
Great Britain in the Mediter¬

What the Little Entente wants, 
of course, is obvious. 

Jugoslavia, as before stated, 
wants Trieste and Fiume. She 
has 570 airplanes and one of the 
crack armies of Europe. 

Czechoslovakia wants a slice of 
Hungary, which is an ally and 
friend of Italy. The Czechs have 
not forgotten how Italy smuggled 
arms into Hungary for use 
against the Little Entente sev¬ 
eral years ago. 

Roumania also wants to carve 
out another slice from her ancient 
enemy, Hungary. 

Greece has not forgotten Mus¬ 
solini's seizure of Corfu. Further¬ 
more, the new king of Greece, 
George II, was raised in Great 
Britain. 

But the two countries to keep 
your eyes on are Jugoslavia and 
Turkey. The question is whether 
they will precipitate war with 
Italy first, or whether Mussolini, 
seeing himself hemmed in by ene¬ 
mies, may strike the first blow in 
desperation and in order to save 
his own prestige. 

In either case, only a miracle 
can save Europe from a general 
war.

INSIDE STORY 

The inside story of how this 
new Mediterranean line-up was ar¬ 
ranged has been cabled piecemeal 
to diplomatic and state depart¬ 
ment officials.

‘‘In case of war with Italy, 
Great Britain would have to 
bear the burden alone. There¬ 
fore, it is up to us to make our 
peace-or-war decisions.” 

And as the storm of public opin¬ 
ion became more intense, Stanley 
Baldwin went before parliament 
to "unseal his lips" regarding the 
refusal of France and other league 
nations to back the British. 

On the Monday before this, 
however, two things happened. 

The Jugoslav minister in Lon¬ 
don called at the foreign office to 
say that Jugoslavia was prepared 
to put its army and navy behind 
Great Britain in case of war with 
Italy.
